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Making Waves 
From Marion Harbor to Open Water 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

Despite several summers of swimming and 
sailing in and on Marion waters, actress Susan Blanchard 
Ryan probably never dreamed her big break would entail 
treading water for hours surrounded by live sharks in the 
acclaimed independent thriller Open Water, a movie which 
has been described as The Blair Witch Project meets Jaws. 

"I lived in Marion, off and on, after college and 
spent a lot of time sailing ... (and) going to the beaches,'' 
Ms. Ryan said. "Growing up in that area, I was a fairly 
competent swimmer and sailor.'' 

As experienced as she was, Ms. Ryan admitted 
getting into the water with sharks for the gruelling 120- 
hour shoot on open water was a lot scarier that she 
imagined. Even though she was already an experienced 
diver and writer-director Chris Kentis (Grind) and pro- 



ducer Laura Lau had her take additional scuba training 
before the shoot, it was still unnerving to "swim in shark- 
infested waters," she said. 

"I was terrified," Ms. Ryan confessed. "I didn't 
even tell them how scared I really was (during the audi- 
tion) because I wanted the part. On the first day ... I just 
went white and they saw how scared I really was." 

Although both she and co-star Daniel Travis had 
chain mail underneath their wet suits for protection, she 
still didn't like having the sharks bump up against her. 
But the only incident during shooting involved a barra- 
cuda bite which drew blood and, she feared, might also 
draw the sharks. 

"It hurt and I thought it was a lot worse than it 
was," Ms. Ryan said. "But I was more afraid of the blood 
drawing the sharks." 

The daughter of Brenda Gibbons, formerly of 
Marion and once employed as an Advertising Representa- 
tive with The Wanderer, Ms. Ryan — who uses "Blanchard

Ryan'' as her screen name since ''Susan Ryan" was 
already registered with the Screen Actors Guild (SAG) — 
is also the daughter of Ron Ryan, President of the NHL's 
Philadelphia Flyers and former Coach/ General Manager 
of the Hartford Whalers. A graduate of the University of 
New Hampshire with a degree in Political Philosophy, 
Ms. Ryan initially worked at MTV in the special effects 
department; but after taking some acting and improv 
classes, she decided to embark on an acting career, 
supporting herself with commercials and modeling.

release. The buzz from Sundance continued throughout 
the year and the critical consensus has been overwhelm- 
ingly positive.

authority to operate the transfer station/' Mr. Dolan said. 
"Whenever you're doing anything relative to solid waste, 
any changes in the operation plan need approval from the 
DEP" 

At 7:12 pm the board met with John Rockwell and 
Kenneth Litke, the two sole members of the ersatz Bike 
Path Committee, to discuss progress on the Marion bike 
path project. 

"Basically we're here tonight because we want to 
put in an application for funding ... we've done the (land) 
taking, now it's time to move forward," Mr. Litke said. 
"We're applying for funding through the T-21 Act. The 
cost to Marion will be a 10 percent (match) of the total cost 
of the project. The rest would be funded through federal 
and state funds." 

Mr. Litke first discussed the proposed routing of 
the bike path, which would run from the Mattapoisett 
town line up to the (railroad right of) way. Another 
section would run from the town line up to Washburn 
Park, then from Spring Street to the Route 105 intersec- 
tion. 

"Mattapoisett has been awarded money and 
they're working on some design issues ... we have (most) 
of the land, but no funding," Mr. Rockwell said. 

"We're going to need parking for people, and 
there seems to be reasonably good access at (Washburn 
Park)," Mr. Litke said. 

There's still some question as to what Wareham is 
planning for their own bike path, so both Mr. Litke and 
Mr. Rockwell said they have only mapped out Marion's 
path to Washburn Park to allow some wiggle room for 
future planning and the eventual linking to Wareham. 

"That's why we went with Washburn Park, 
because then we can go north, south or east from there ... 
depending on what Wareham wants to do," Mr. Rockwell 
said. "This is really MassHighway's money, given to the

state by the federal government to be spent on state 
projects/' 

"I see a concern there ... it scares me to think it 
will go across Route 105/' Selectman Jeffrey said. "From 
here, I definitely think we really need to work with 
(public safety) because it concerns me." 

"Would it behoove us to have some type of 
planning group between (Marion and Wareham) for the 
approach of the bike path?" Chairman Pierce asked. 

"If the Selectmen were to endorse the idea of 
cooperation between Marion and Wareham, the letter 
should come from the Bike Path Committee," Mr. Dolan 
suggested. 

As for the town's contribution, Mr. Rockwell 
asked for a ballpark figure on what they could expect: 
maybe $10,000 in in-kind services or a monetary contribu- 
tion. 

"I would have a problem with the (10 percent) 
coming from the town, be it in-kind service or (direct) 
funding," Selectman Jeffrey said. "I'm not comfortable 
with that. I'm not against the Bike Path, but I think as far 
as the funding goes, we heard at Town Meeting that we're 
pushing the envelope. I don't know if $10,000 is the right 
number or not ... it just seems like a lot." 

"Our next step would be to get an estimate (for 
the project)," Mr. Litke said. "It's a pretty straight line (to 
Mattapoisett)."

we do goes toward our 10 percent in-kind services/' Mr. 
Rockwell said. "Over three years I don't see a problem 
accumulating in-kind services." 

"I think we need to quantify that ... and Fd like 
(Mr. Dolan's) and (DPW Superintendent Rob Zora's) 
input/' Selectman Jeffrey added. "There's limited funds 
and although I think this is a nice, worthwhile project, I 
can't talk about in-kind services until I know how much 
(it will cost)." 

There was also some question as to the 
committee's makeup and formal charge — neither of 
which were clear to either the Selectmen or members. 

"It would seem to me we need a (formal) commit- 
tee," Selectman Jeffrey said. 

The board suggested Mr. Litke and Mr. Rockwell 
make recommendations to them as to the number of 
committee members and suggested appointees. 

"Some other towns have a Friends of the Bike 
Path Committee to raise money," Mr. Litke said. "We've 
talked about starting that. If we only need $10,000, $15,000

Wild Baby Birds 

I found a baby bird on the ground, what should I 
feed it? 

Baby birds are frequently found near their 
nests. If the bird has no feathers, try to find 
the nest and put the bird back. If the bird is 
mobile and feathered, keep dogs and cats 
from the area and the mother bird will 
probably feed and care for it. 

I thought that if I touched the bird that the mother 
would smell my scent and would reject the baby. 
That's an old wives tale as birds have poor 
senses of smell. Allowing the mother to raise 
the young increases their chance of survival.

tubing were not even considered. Because of the ease of 
trailering and launching small power boats, there are not nearly 
as many on moorings as sailboats. As everyone pays the same 
taxes, everyone should have the same use of the harbor. 

To deny young people the opportunity to learn the 
boating sports of skiing, waterboarding and tubing seems to me 
to be wrong. By adding moorings to an already-congested inner 
harbor the committee is, in effect, saying no more skiing. 

Many years ago that area in front of Molly's Cove is 
where the children learned these fun sports, as well as how to 
handle boats. This was the area of choice because it is the ''calm 
zone," perfect for beginners and young people to learn. One by 
one moorings have been added to that area to the point where 
there is no longer room for the more active sports. 

To the spectators at that MAB meeting it seemed that if 
as much time and effort were spent on trying to find a compro- 
mise, it could happen. There is enough room in our harbor to 
accommodate more boaters and still leave room for (water) 
skiing (and other activities). If it means that some moorings 
must be moved, then so be it. If there is no room to accommo- 
date everyone, Mattapoisett Harbor might as well become 
tangled like Marion. What a shame that would be.

Then and Now 
Highways, Streets and Highway Surveyors 
By Virginia Morgan 

Then 

What happened to Sturtevant Street in 
Mattapoisett? Yes, that street was laid out and accepted by 
Selectmen and the Town Meeting in 1875 running from 
Main Street to Barstow Street. In 1881 an article was 
defeated to extend the street. However, in 1888 the town 
voted to change the name to Hammond Street. That is 
what it is called today. 

In 1928 the town voted to change the descriptions 
of certain streets as they were misnamed: Tobey Street to 
Tobey Lane; County Street to County Road; and Mendell 
Street to Mendell Road. In 1883 an article was defeated to 
change the name of Pearl Street to School Street. Why 
School Street was suggested is not known, as there was no 
school on Pearl Street. 

In 1894 the town petitioned the state Highway 
Commission to make County Road a highway from the 
Marion town line through Mattapoisett to the Fairhaven 
town line, and to make appropriations to cover the cost of 
the road. In 1903 witnessed completion of the state 
highway (Route 6). Following the taking of land and other

obstacles, the highway is a busy section of town, compris- 
ing mostly commercial buildings. In July 1983, Route 6 
was finally returned to being a four-lane highway after a 
brief period of being a two-lane road, with residents 
favoring doing away with the two-lane as being danger- 
ous. 

Laborers were paid for nine hours a day's work at 
$2 for nine hours in 1892. 

In 1873 the town was divided making four 
Highway Surveyors, one for each district. This town by- 
law continued until 1931 when it became one Highway 
Surveyor with full control of its highways. In 1930 an 
article passed to instruct the Highway Surveyor not to 
dispose of property belonging to the town and to refrain 
from doing private work using town tools and materials. 

In 1934 during the Great Depression, the Select- 
men and the Board of Public Welfare made every effort to 
put unemployed men to work on the Highway Depart- 
ment. Selectmen were quote as saying, "From a business 
standpoint it becomes more apparent each year that the 
idea of building roads to beach localities is the wisest way 
Mattapoisett can spend money to make money." 
Now 

In 1963 a town by-law required houses, stores, 
offices, factories, or any building which abuts on or faces 
a public or private way to be numbered and owners were 
given 30 days in which to put up numbers after being 
notified by mail or authorized notice of the number

was for the Highway Surveyor to be appointed rather 
than being elected. Selectmen considered the suggestion 
but agreed to postpone any changes to that department 
until Wesley N. Bowman retires. The change will have to 
pass a Town Meeting vote and approval by the State 
Attorney General. Small towns do not react to new ideas 
in a hurry but realize some changes are inevitable. 

Sales Tax-Free Day 

The sales tax holiday that Massachusetts lawmak- 
ers voted to hold on Saturday, August 14 is expected to 
generate more than $200 million in retail sales — a figure 
that rivals the top Christmas season shopping days. 
Waving the state's 5 percent sales tax for a day comes 
from a Senate initiative included in a $100 million jobs 
creation bill the legislature passed last fall. 

"The past three years of budget cuts have left 
citizens shouldering the burden with increased property 
taxes and household expenses," said Senator Marc 
Pacheco (D-Taunton). "This is an opportunity to give 
something back to consumers while boosting an industry 
that employs nearly 600,000 workers." 

Lawmakers designated this Saturday, August 14 
as the sales tax holiday to give a break to families begin- 
ning shopping for back to school items. Most purchases 
under $2,500 will be tax-free, though items, like boats and 
cars, and meals and gasoline will still be taxable.

chusetts consumers continued spending/' said Senate 
President Robert E. Travaglini. "This tax cut allows 
lawmakers to say thank you to consumers for their 
continued faith in the Massachusetts economy It's a great 
day to go out and get those purchases you may have been 
putting off/' 

New York was the first state to declare sales tax 
holidays. The one-day tax cut is now offered in Vermont, 
Connecticut, Georgia, North Carolina, and Florida, among 
others. The holiday is generally held in August to coincide 
with back-to-school shopping and encourage retail sales 
during a typically slow month. 

Legislators Override Governor 

Massachusetts seniors and their families can now 
sleep easier knowing that their family homes will be out 
of the reach of state collectors looking to recover Medicaid 
costs for nursing home patients, thanks to an almost 
unanimous override of a gubernatorial veto. Families 
have been uncertain about whether their homes will be 
protected since August 2003 when a law went into effect 
allowing Medicaid to place a lien on the home of a 
deceased nursing home resident to recover Medicaid 
costs, even if the home was owned jointly by a surviving 
spouse or child of the deceased. Expanding MassHealth 
estate recovery in this way was expected to save the state 
approximately $10 million a year. Passage of the law 
caused an outcry from the public and an angry response 
from many legislators, including State Senator Mark 
Montigny (D-New Bedford) and Senator Robert Creedon 
(D-Brockton) who have worked steadily to repeal the law. 

Partial success came last winter when the legisla- 
ture voted to suspend the law until the end of the fiscal 
year to allow time for a compromise to be reached. In lieu 
of a compromise, both branches of the legislature this 
spring agreed to repeal the expanded estate recovery

provisions as part of their fiscal year 2005 budget, again at 
the urging of Senator Creedon, Senator Montigny, and 
others. Governor Mitt Romney, however, turned a deaf 
ear to the outcry from his constituents and chose to veto 
the repeal. 

"So many of the Governor's vetoes, but this one 
in particular, show how far out of touch Governor Rom- 
ney is with the average family in Massachusetts,'' said 
Senator Montigny, who as Chairman of Ways and Means 
from 1999-2003 fought consistently to prevent this change 
and others that would hurt seniors. "Allowing seniors to 
enter a nursing home when they need to, knowing that 
the home they worked hard to own will be secure for their 
spouse and children is much more important than saving 
$10 million in a $23 billion budget. I wonder if Governor 
Romney is ever going to understand these basic issues 
facing so many real people." 

By a unanimous vote in the House and a near 
unanimous vote in the Senate, the legislature overrode the 
Governor's veto, securing the homes of nursing home 
residents for the foreseeable future. Senators Creedon and 
Montigny believe the message from the legislature was so 
decisive that the issue is not likely at all to resurface in the 
near future.

New Fire Regulations 

In response to the tragic nightclub fire of 2003 in 
West Warwick, Rhode Island, the Massachusetts Senate 
recently enacted a bill to broaden the current laws on fire 
safety. State Senator Marc R. Pacheco (D-Taunton) an- 
nounced the passage of legislation to require sprinklers in 
certain establishments and establish clear penalties for 
violations. 

"We learned a great lesson from the nightclub fire 
in Rhode Island and must act now to prevent a tragedy of 
this magnitude from happening again,'' Senator Pacheco 
said. "By establishing fire safety standards, we set out to 
ensure a greater standard of safety for all citizens." 

House Bill 4550: An Act to Improve Fire Safety in the 
Commonwealth mandates that all nightclubs, bars and 
restaurants with a capacity of 100 or more persons must 
be equipped with automatic sprinklers. In order to lessen 
the financial burden on businesses, the state will provide 
tax deductions and low interest loans for the installation 
of the sprinklers. 

The bill requires the Board of Fire Prevention 
Regulations to define new standards, based on current 
technology and science, on the proper use of fire resistant 
acoustic materials and improves the safety standards of 
pyrotechnic displays, fire exits and lighting of exits. It 
establishes a system to reprimand those in conflict with 
the law, provides for student awareness education pro- 
grams, creates an appeals process for the owners of these 
establishments, and appropriates $10 million for equip- 
ment and staffing statewide.

Massachusetts 
requires that all boaters under the age of 16 pass an 
approved boating course to operate a motor boat of any 
horse power. This course provides instruction and exami- 
nation for laws and regulations for Massachusetts and, if 
required, can include Rhode Island regulations.

Collateral, Starring Tom Cruise and Jamie Foxx. 
Directed by Michael Mann. Running time: 119 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Vincent (Tom Cruise) is a well-dressed man with a scruff of 
gray beard and short gray hair. By his looks and demeanor, he could 
be a hip, scornful corporate attorney, but if weVe seen the ads we 
know he's not. Vincent climbs into the cab of Max (Jamie Foxx), who 
has been hacking for twelve years but still entertains the fantasy of 
owning a limo service. Collateral, perhaps Michael Mann's best film 
since Manhunter, is about the collision between a soulful dreamer 
and a soulless man of action. Vincent, whose line of work as an 
assassin is revealed soon enough, taunts Max about his unrealized 
dreams. Maybe he's trying to get Max to show some spark, some will 
to live, or maybe he's trying to justify killing a witness to murder 
whose life isn't going anywhere. 

Like most of Mann's films. Collateral has cool to burn: Vincent 
is like a sleek gray bullet ricocheting around the streets of L.A., 
killing with neither malice nor reflection. He has a job to do; he does 
it. The casting of Tom Cruise, Hollywood's number-one Type A 
personality, in the role of a callous sociopath is a stroke of malign 
wit. At several points in the movie, Vincent bowls over all obstacles 
— people, furniture — to get to his prey, and Cruise makes you 
believe in Vincent's unholy focus. Putting him up against Jamie 
Foxx's resigned cabbie, who keeps his vehicle spotless but persists 
in thinking of his job as a temporary gig, allows for a strange and 
subtle dynamic. Collateral is less a dead-cool thriller than a bluesy, 
melancholy character study. 

Stuart Beattie's script defines the men by their tastes and 
values. Max listens to old-school soul; Vincent prefers improvisa- 
tional jazz, but if there's a less improvisational character in movies 
than Vincent, I'd like to hear about it. ''He likes to sing along and he 
likes to shoot his gun," sang Kurt Cobain, "but he don't know what 
it means." Nor does he care; Vincent goes with the moment insofar 
as he doesn't waste time on the past, but every move he makes seems 
utterly mapped out. This feels right for a professional killer, and 
Vincent's yearning for unstructured music humanizes him some- 



what, shows us a pocket of his life where he feels loose. The movie 
pauses so that a jazz-club owner can regale Vincent and Max with an 
anecdote about the surly Miles Davis, and it's one of the few times 
Cruise permits himself his famous smile. 

Collateral is neatly cast, even in walk-through roles filled by 
Jason Statham or Javier Bardem, and Beattie writes some teasing 
dialogue between Max and a comely fare played by Jada Pinkett 
Smith. We know she'll turn up again at some point in the movie, but 
we don't know how, and her re-entry feels a bit movie-ish. Then 
again, so does the whole story, which lingers on moods and tensions 
but almost skims over the action sequences, as if Mann agreed with 
Vincent that they were necessary tasks that should be handled 
without fuss. Mann seems to have outgrown the empty posturing of 
films like Heat; he gives us iconic characters here, but then burrows 
inside them. 

I don't think Collateral is the masterpiece a lot of critics are 
selling it as — it's a little too smitten with its own L.A. mood. Still, 
it's a welcome change-of-pace dramatic thriller, in which the for- 
merly too-emphatic director hints at depth rather than insisting on 
it. The movie goes down smooth and easy, and should make a star 
out of Jamie Foxx, the true anchor of the film. Cruise gets to be a 
violently proficient bad-ass, but Foxx has the harder role, a decent 
man who speaks and acts in defense of humanity. He does it without 
piety; his Max just wants to get through the day without incident, 
and thinks everyone else should, too. Vincent has a colder view of 
the universe and where he fits into it, and his fate is as appropriate 
as it is haunting. You get the sense that he finally knows exactly what 
it means.

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Bass Instincts

AH right, you can call into question some of his 
more dubious claims-to-fame or wonder how many 
entries on his resume are accurate or "embellished/" 
but when it comes to saying he was in a bonafide 
rock-and-roll band. Democratic Presidential Candi- 
date and Massachusetts Senator John Kerry ain't ly- 
ing. Indeed, while in high school in 1961 he played 
bass for The Electras, a "classic '60s garage rock" en- 
semble which even managed to cut an album and 
press 500 copies for sale. Yep, that's him in the cover 
shot on the right holding his instrument beneath the 
letter "A," long before Vietnam, the Massachusetts 
Senate, and the Democratic nomination. 

With renewed national interest in Mr. Kerry, a 
copy of the original LP pressing recently sold on EBay 
for $2,551. So it was only a matter of time before some- 
one saw the profit potential and decided to reissue 
the session on CD. The Electras reissue offers 13 tracks 
recorded pretty much "on the fly" given the techno- 
logical limitations of the time and boasts music which 
could best be described as "surf rock" in the vein of 
Eddie Cochran and The Ventures, replete with twang- 
ing guitars and driving drums. The music is amicable 
enough and Mr. Kerry's able bottom bass keeps the 
short songs thumping along — but Paul McCartney 
he's not. At times the music reminded me of that 
"groovy" and "hip" band which found itself stranded 
on Gilligans Island, The Mosquitoes — who were ob- 
viously inspired by The Beatles in name only. 

There's a healthy mix of originals and covers on 
The Electras, the latter of which includes a solid ren- 
dition of Eddie Cochran's classic "Summertime 
Blues" (The Who needn't worry that their version will 
be supplanted) and an interesting instrumental ar- 
rangement of "Three Blind Mice" (are we to assume 
Bush, Cheney and Rumsfeld?). I also liked the band's 
be-bop take on "Ya Ya," a blues standard which has 
been redone by everyone including Steve Miller. In 
true flip-flop fashion, though, I suspect Mr. Kerry en- 
couraged the band to do an alternate take, "Na Na," 
which sadly never made the final cut ... but I digress. 
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There's even a band theme song, "Electra," an 
original composition which sounds a bit like the 
theme song to the campy '60s Batman TV series if it 
were performed by Jerry Lee Lewis. Maybe Mr. Kerry 
can adopt this as his new ersatz campaign theme and come 
riding in on the Batmobile? At least then the Blue An- 
gels can rightfully reclaim Van Halen's "Dreams." 

Part novelty, part nostalgia. The Electras reissued 
CD is an amusing and timely peek back at Mr. Kerry's 
formative years as a fledgling high school musician. 
There's rumored to be a band reunion in the works 
sometime before November 2004 according to pub- 
licity material sent with the CD, and I'm sure Mr. 
Kerry won't pass up the chance to grin alongside 
original bandmates Jon Prouty (guitar); Larry Rand 
(guitar); Peter Lang (drums); Jack Radcliffe (piano); 
and Andy Gargarin {maracas! ... okay, so whose friend 
was this guy?) for an overhyped photo-op.
